Won't AniTOa the Caiarter. 

"What an amount of labor and gas has 
bean expended on our City Charter ! For 
three, years it was a standiDg subject ol 
legislative discussion before it was pa.s,suil ; 
ami now it promises to occupy puljlic in- 
tention tliroo years longer. Tlio As.sombly 
declares tliat it cannot be amended this 
session, which is tantamount to saying ''it 
-won't amend the City Charier." Whatever 
may be the jproa and eons of the question — 
•whether the Charter will hold water or not 
when tested before the Supremo Court— the 
refusal of the Assembly to amend it, is 
a genuine pleco of Obstruclivism. Two 
barristers have declared iho Cluuler a botoli. 
I'arl of the City Council think tlio same. 
Numbers of intelligent people regard it in 
the same light. Viewing the subject from 
the most favorble point of view, there is a 
doubt about the working qualities of the 
Charter. Under such circuiiiKtiinces one 
would have thought that a really progressive 
body of men would have suspended par- 
liamentary rules or l u.sort jd to a prorogation ; 
for twenty-four hours, and run a bill tlirouyli poitiui 
three readings in the Lower and Upper 
House, and then quickly send it as a siatuto 
down to the Cty Couneil with tho implied 
injunction — " Go to work and stop your 
grumbliug." But what is pluin, practical, 
rational, and acceptable, does not .seem to 
find advocates in the Assembly — at least 
with the majority. 

Wviv it a study to keep before the country 
subject.s to carp and !];ro\vl about — were our 
legislators grievance-prcdcrvcrs rather than 
what ibey ought to be, grievniice-demoli.slieis, 
nooo could excel them in tlicir profession. 
They misuoderstaud the system of snullin^' out 
grievances, nnil putting u throttle-valve in 
grievance-mongers. A practical A^.-embly 
would have so treated the petitions of the 
City Council na to have led Councillor.^, 
williin three davB, iiolbiiig to r|iiurrel with but 
their liuger nails, if thoy were captiously dis- 
posed. Hut our geniuses, of course, must 
throw the petition out. When tho election 
comes round wo shall have tho twins'' 
making stump speeches about the Incorpora- 
tion Act, iiitcrlartlcd with an iiilinito nuinbcr 
of promises to have its defects cuivd. Out 
upon all .such drivilling drivillcrs I If there 
was not time to grant everything, wliy was 
not enough given to remove allj doubts and 
make the act operative beyond Ihe possibility 
of a doubt, making the less pressing omsnd- 
ments the sulijectof lnlnre legislation. The 
real truth stares every citizen in the fncc ; wc 
want in the Assembly clillL'rcnt material— 
Forac straight-forward, go-to-work, serve-llie- 
country members. We want no more of the 
serve-yourself stripe — mere v,-inil bag= and ob- 
struction-mongers, whose importance springs 
from tbeir obstructive qualities. But the 
City. Council has got a puaranlcc of £r)000, w 
the promise of one. Let us hope they will 
speedily turn it to a proper account— and at 
the same lime take measures to cure the 
defects of tho Charier cfTeclually.

The new bills relative lo the taking of 
lands for purposes of a public nature, ami 
for the coDstruclion of railways in this 
colony, introduced the other day into the 
House of Assembly by Mr. Cary, merit tho 
serious attention of the public, ami more 
particularly of land-holders. Tho one intro-- 
duces the Engli-sh Land Clauses Consolitli- 
tion Act of 18-J5, with some modi fic-alions 
intended to adopt it to the circum.-tanccs of 
this country. The English Act is mado up 
of a great number of provision!) and general 
rules relative to the acquisition of lands re- 
quired for undettakings or works of n public 
nature, and to the compensation which shall 
be paid to the owners of them for their loss. 
These rules are to apply to all special acts 
incorporating companies for the purpviso iif 
undertaking any work.s in which the public 
are concerned, \vhcther they bo railway com- 
panies, water companies, road companies, 
or such like, which shall require to make 
use of the proporiy of others, uule.ss they he 
specially modified to suit particular circum- 
alances by some clause in such company's 
act. After givint; the promoters of any under- 
taking authorised by a special act power lo 
purchase lands for that purpose by a^^rc;- 
ment,subject to the provisions of the ;;oneral 
act.

Unco U[ioii a lime, when the iiliiipiitous 
Sin ohee-lep was .L'oiiig hi.s grand rniiniis, liij 
rijiind hinistdf on lliiit river, near a bliill. from 
which Inmlders or rocks kej)! eontimially roll- 
ing down to hi; greai annoyance — slopping up 
the trail, in; iioiibt, and otliorwise disturbing 
the simple iiativcg. As Sin cbtc-lcp was not 
endowed with the power of preventing the 
rocks from fnlling down, ho thought he could 
throw them back whence they came. After 
working a while in throwing iheiu back with- 
out tho least success, as they all rolled down 
a;:aiii, lie in a fit of an;;er run his head into 
one of a number of water-worn holes in the 
rocks — holes somewlint like those made hy the 
natives on the racilic coast through pnuiiding 
their seeds wilh sloiie pestle.s geiieralioii after 
grtieralion. The hole lilting Sin-cbec-leji's 
head like a liat, the Indians called the rivet 
by that nume.
